Nanaimo has her never-failing coal 
mines. Victoria and the seaboard have 
their Cassiar added to ordinary means 
of well-doing. But the interior of 
the Mainland is euteriiif^ ui)on a sea- 
son of nevero trial. Tho population 
of Cariboo has boen decimatod by tho 
drafts Cassiar has urn Jo upon it; 
BO that the producers oast of tho Cas- 
cades find thoir principal market se- 
riously circuiiiscribod, Oniineca, too, 
has, as a consumer, contracted to nar- 
row dimensions, and tho result of it 
all is that the raisers of bread and 
beef look around in Tain for consu- 
mers and turn with a feeling akin to 
despair to their overiiowing grauorics 
ond overgrown herds. The speedy 
opening of a trail to tho Cassiar mines 
would be a measure of relief, as far 
as it goes; but it is impossible to con- 
ceal the painful fact that, in so far as 
the great bulk of their produce is con- 
cerned, theyare absolutely unable to 
dispose of it at any price. They can- 
not eren give it away. Tho condition 
is one which it is, indeed, serious to 
contemplate, and it tends to show how 
much necessity there is for hurrying 
forward the railway works, the only

the season of trial, it is much to be re- 
gr«tted that the farmers were denied 
the slight measure o'f relief asked for 
in tho repeal of the obnoxious Boad 
Tax. It would have been but a very 
slight concession on the part of the 
Government; but, slight as it was, the 
settlers would have appreciated it 
under tho trying circumstances in 
which they are unhappily placed. 
Were times moderately good, could 
the farmers of the interior dispose of 
tiieir produce at any price, the tax 
wotild be comparatively little felt. 
But, as the old Scotch proverb has it. 
"It is hard to take tho breeks off a 
Highlandman." Thanks chiefly to 
their own reprcaentativoa, vho acted 
in obedience to the command of their 
masters (the Ministers), the farmers 
■ will'have this tax, which was so eagerly 
extended over the ^Jlainlond by the 
present Administration, still to pay, 
and we have no doubt they will recol- 
lect those members by whoso votes it 
has boen continued, and will take the 
first, opportunity presented by the 
constitunon to teach these recreant 
representatives who thoir real masters 
are.

A somewhat inharmonious, and, at 
times, highly discordant conference of 
Presbyterians, Indepandents, and 
Baptists, was held atllie Cannon street 
Hotel; wlien a compound resolution 
was passed to the effect that no system 
of elementary education would be sat- 
isfactory that did not provide for the 
compulsory election of school boards 
in all districts; that all the schools con- 
nected therewith should be purely se- 
cular; and that in future there should 
be no^application of public moneys for 
local rates towards tho support of any 
schools but board schools. 

During tho week ending Saturday, 
February 21, 5,708 births and 4,0(59 
deaths were registered in Jjondon and 
twenty other largo cities and towu« of 
the United Kingdom. The natural 
increase of population was 1 ,689. The 
The morality from all causes in these 
towns was at the rate of 28 deaths an- 
nually to every 1,000 i^erson living. 
In th'j metropolis 2, J:7() births and 1,- 
GIG deaths were registered, thefonner 
having been 42, and the latter 32, be- 
low the average.

EIGHTH DAY. 

Wednesdat, April 8tla. 
' The Oemmissioaers took their seats «t

Mr Nolaon, liolding liis hat in his 
ItAod, sftid that he w6ald like to make » 
correction. 

The Chief J iistico — A colloetion ? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Nelson — A correction of my provi- 
1^ OQ8 evideiiOAr^ ^ 

The Chief Justice— Oil! you aro lioUl- 
ing your hat in a very ilubious luaauor 
(laugbter) . 

Mr. Nslson. taking tho box, «aifl that 
he had stated in his preyions evidence 
that he had had no convaraation with Mr. 
DeCosmoa -with regard to the iron mine 
•xoeptat Ottawa. Uo wiabed to say that 
fire or six weeks ago Mr. DeCisauios 
mo! spoke to him on tiie subject of Tax- 
ada Island. Ho said that us he ■ct-us going 
to Ottawa again, and was now out of tho 
GoTorumont and untramoled, if wo •wiih- 
•d to take any action with regard to Tai- 
ftda he would like to hear from, xia on the 
• ubjact. I said I could not see 
how we could giro him any deflnita au- 
thority in the matter; I added to De- 
Coinioa that I did not see how anything 
eould bo done autil a title had been ob- 

To Mr. Robson— Took very little intar- 
•it in tho mine as I did not attach much 
Talue to it; cannot tidl who was active iu 
promoting the licensed oomi)auies; I pro- 
poiod to cover the pre-emption with mining 
Itconsas, /tarini/ sorne doubts fw (oour beintj 
able io lio}(kihe..laitd Mnder tha pre-emption 
J.e//>i3r\rAS'Teadefing tUetttlemore secare; 
did not think there would be any flaw in 
th« title; cannot express myself 'fully as 
1 hare a bad cold ; moan tbat if tho land 
was not pre-emptablo tho mining licenses 
would soouroit; think a batch of pro- 
•mptors was reoeired at the Xew West- 
minater olHce on the ISbh August by the 
•Tiival of H. Trim- from T«ada; he 
•aid tha iron extended farther than heat 
first supposed. Ho wi died, also, to ob- 
tain a shipping point; I m«t H. P. Moody 
on the road going to New Westminster 
cud X went baok to town with thoin; this 
w»s about tha 15th of August; think tbey 
wantad 0^ .advioe and assistaaca with 
respect W*' mi^tt|^r lUi^l^ tiirfl^iaiptionB ; 
•upposo we talked over the matter, and 
when I left on the steamer for Victoria I 
was to see lomo of the momber.T of tha 
fioYernuient for porniis.sion to purchase 
the land; went to DeCosnios and Wal- 
Leai; met Mr. Dalby who told me that he 
heard that Messrs. Bulkley and Dupont 
had gone to- Tasada Island to jump our 
claimf; bo didn't tell me where he got his 
information; saw DeCosmos on tho stroot; 
went with, him to ^YalkQm who told mo 
tho land couldn't be purchased: I went to 
tlitf telegraph oilico tbat evening and 
fouVi the wires down; Dalby went to the 
Inlet, chartering tho Isabel to convoy 
us from Nftuaimo to the Inlet. 

The Cbiof Justice — Was that expense 
charged to the iron mine? 

Witness — I can't toll—I think it was; 
ho went for the purpose of. making the 
eeoond biktoHlof pre-emptors; Dupojit ami 
Bulkley ^efe'tni the island at the time and 
that tcd-t vy?iy Dalby went up in the Isabel; 
only know the names of the sooondbatoh 
by hearing. 

Mr. Eol33on — Do you know who H. 
Smith is? 

Witness — Don't know, know him; don't 
think Dalby oi Moody know} I have 
Msked them. 

Mr. Kobson — Wa find two hatches of 
pre-emptora furnished by Moody 4 Co.; 
we also find a steamer chartered specially 
to record the second batch, and yet you 
don't know why tha name of H.Smith was 
used and who ho is. 

Witness — I maj hare bean informed, 
but you assume too much in your remark . 
There is a man named T. Wdaon at tho 
mill. 

Judge Gray said that Mr. Rol).son's 
mode of dealing with the names was pro- 
per; ho was right to press for tho names. 

Witness — -I don't know H. Smith; his 
name may have been used for the jpur- 
i)QFO of holding a elaini, but I don't think 
it was; tho Isabol got ^100 for tho trii) 
with D.ilbr; thi'ik a double trip was made 
by tho stoanirtr towing Trim's sloop to 
Tarada Island. 

To Mr. I\Iason-I[ava not found out who 
P. Marshall is; know Point Marshall jthere 
is no Point Smith. 

Mr. Kobsou asked if the books bad ar- 
rived? 

Mr. Nelson said ho thought the books 
r- would ba hero to-night. 

Mr. lioavon, rocallod— Tiio date of tho 
application of W. A. Hobertaon and 
others for a tract of niinoral land was 
made on tho 17th June; possession was 
granted with 20 days to rocord; tho law 
says not exceeding 30 days; tho land was 
recorded on the 3l)th Juna; the parties 
ware not kept waiting. 
ySIr|?Bobson said 'henfiM given to un- 
darittind that there were' delays at tiio 
Jjand Office, and tha reason given was 
that the lands were miiioral ]and.s. 

Witness hora produced tha original 
eopios of tho applications for land on 
Taxada Island, It was seen that tho ap- 
plications signed T. Wilson and H. Smith 
were in'th'o liandnfrtltinK of J, 0. HngboK. 
' <^TKi'*iSftiatureawer¥ written in different 
.'hands. Tho witness did not recognise the 
handwriting. 

Mr. liobson suggested that J. (J. Hughes 
Lad hotter bo aunauonod. 

Tho Court — Certainly; perhaps ho can 
tell us who thsBO porsous are. 
\ Mr. Nelson aaid thatjd.r, Ohainbeis had 
! told him that thero was a man named 
Harry Smith at tiie mills. 
Mr. Nelson was horo recalled — Harry 
T Trim's signature to applicatiom is in 
> ififf^iandwrUing, i f . '7*. 



Mr. Robson— How oaiao you to sign 

his name? 

Mr. Nelson— I have not got hia power 
of attorney; tho signature was put there, 
no doubt, by me with Harry Trim's per- 
-missionj on the l9th of-JuaaHarry Trim 
was not at Burrard Inlet; don't remembor 
giving tho names of any other parties; 
know of no other names that were signed 
by mo as proxy. 

'i'lio witness here appealed to the Com 
nuKsioners to say whether this stylo of 
examination had anything to do with tho 
case? 

Judge Gray said that Mr. Eobson pro 
bably wished to establish that some names 
had been used without tho consent of the 
owners being obtained, or without i)ro- 
per ntithority being given. 

Mr. liobson said that when such a state 
of things was found out one cotild not 
help suspecting that very serious irregu 
larities existed. 

The witness here warmly complained of 
being made the object of suspicion, and 
said that the imputations against them 
would bo sent broadcast over the land;in 
atcnd of showing tho connection of the 
Goveiument with the affair, Mr. Bobsou 
sought to bring a charge against Moody 
& Co. That charge would be sent every 
where through Tun Colonist. 

Judge Gray — You don't expect us to 
muzzle the Press. It would be like try- 
ing to bell the cat(a laugh) . 

Tho Chief Ju.stico here said that ho did 
not see what was to bo gained by jirint- 
ing the names of Moody & Co., in star- 
ring capitals. There might be an object, 
but he could not see it: 

Mr. Nelson again complained of tho 
Press. 

Tue Chief Justice— However, the press 
in this Province is not aslioentious as tho 
press in Canada. 

Mr. Nelson then said that as one of tho 
public he protested against tho waste of 
mouoy — tho oxpenao that the Province 
has boon put to l)y this inquiry — 

Mr. Robson — You must blame tho 
Government, sir, for the expense. 

The Chief Justice — A Dutchman once 
undertook to jump across tho lUver 
Rhino; to got a good, swinging jump ho 
commenced to run when live miles away, 
hut before ho got to tho river he became 
tired out and had to lio down and rest. 
Mr. Robson has commenced a long way 
oiT. Perhaps ho will not get to tho Rhino 
at all (laughter). 

'.Dhe Chief Justice hers read over a 
largarportion of Mr. Beaven'B evidence, 
showing that there had been no unnecess- 
ary delay in tho recording of pre-emption 
claim*; but remarked that it would api^ear 
two of the i)re-emption claims rocorded 
covered the same ground. 

J udgo Gray to Mr. Beaveu — Aro we to 
understand it has been the practice of 
your office to record claims for pre-emp- 
tion after information' was received that 
land had been staked off and a descrip- 
tion given, when tho Act requires that the 
claimant should enter upon possoasiou 
before such record was obtained? 

Witness said such had been the prac- 
tice. 

O. F. Dupont examined by Mr. Rob- 
son — Witness went to Taxada Island last 
August; when at Comox met Rich.-jrdson 
tho geologist, who said thero was a valua- 
blo deposit of iron on Taxada; Richard- 
son aaid some of the pre-emptions did 
not cover the iron; Mr. Bulkley was there 
with some Indians and said if witness 
would stay ho would go with him and 
pre-empt; a party of them, about live men, 
went and made a survey; a number of 
pre-emptions made on Taxada Island 
wor* of tho most haphazard character; 
if parties were allowed to act in this way 
to the detriment of those who took the 
pains to actually explore and. then sur- 
vey, it was most unfair to bona Jlde pre- 
emptors. 

The Chief Justice— If this were the 
case you could have got redress' by ap- 
plying to the Court. 

Mr. Dupont said thoy h.ad no idea of 
jumping any one elso'a claim aud could 
have been first in the field, but wanted to 
make the survey that they might not in- 
terfere with others. Witness spent two 
days on the Island, Richardson having 
told whors othor claims woro recorded; 
found posts covering a great deal of iron 
with claims from liva jjorsons, viz: tiio 
two Hughes, Trim, Moffat and Cottrull: 
found by chaining that these parties had 
taken more land than thoy were entitled 
to. Witness and party then made a sur- 
vey of what thoy wished to take up; made 
tho survey for himself, Bulkley, C'oopor, 
Clarkoand Ker; on tho l Uh August com- 
pleted their survey andjjut in their posts; 
marked their uanioa, and dates; oxplained 
to Trim in tho Land ollioa that there had 
been land improperly nuu-kod off for pro- 
omption; Moll'ivtl's and Cottrull';! chums 
interfered with tho claim of the witness; 
after Ibis witness came down to Vi'Uoria, 
went to tho land olllco, made application 
to the Chief Oommigsioner for permission 
to purchase; was told certain regulations 
woro being framed for the disposition of 
laud, which until settled tho {'oiiunis- 
sionor coulilgivo no information; witness 
asked if thoy could pre empt without 
purchase. Beaven could give no inform- 
ation; was allowed to see a copy of till' 
original applications for pre-emption 
and saw they described tho land quite 
different to the posts put up, in fact they 
wore some 5 miles distant; such applica- 
tions did not cover tho ground ho had 
Burvoyed, — our surveys were by compas;i; 
tha iron ore was more to the east of Gillis 
Bay than described by tho first pre emp- 
tors; witness asked of the Oommis- 
sioner whether the application of tho pre- 
emj)tionsor the posts fixed would bo act- 
ed upon? Ho replied, this would be regula- 
ted afterwards; was told I nniat make iny 
application at New Wostmiustor; Lurried 
off to make application, and sent an agent 
in consequence of information received. 

Mr. Eobton— What was tho nature of 
the information? 

Tho Chief JsBtice — Did it show any 
member of tho trovornment was impro- 
perly iu collusion? 

Witness said it did not at that time; 
knowing thero woro so many things re- 
quired by tho law, I put in a claim for a 
mineral licence; C. E. Anderson was tho 
namo of tho agont employed, who on bin 
return from Now Wuntminutflr, r.tatod 
that Mr. Edmonds had recorded a lot of 
aiipiications on tho 18th of August, cov- 
ering tho ground he had asked for, and 
therefore could not grant our application. 
Tmcings came back with such a number 
of claims as randorod our oxpnotations 
hojjeloBS. WitnoBs and party had iucur- 
rott oxpenso to tho amount of S2I10, which 
thoy woro inclined to lose, rather than 
contest in a court of law tho validity of 
Other olaims. 

The Chief Justice to witness— Tour 
evidence merely shows your own history 
in this affair, and ycnir grievances, with- 
out oonneotiug it with ihe charge against 
uemben oHbf,,Q()Y9rnmeatii • 



Witness had hoard that DoCosmos had 
oxprossed great indignation that ho (Du- 
pont) had gone to tho Island to pre-empt; 
Gaston had told him .so, and that DeCos- 
nios on being told that Bulkely and wit- 
ness had gone to Taxada" was- MO'SXcited 
ho ooiild not finish tlie dinner lio had 
boon eating at tho Colonial; C. E. An- 
derson told liiui (witnorsa) ho did not 
know what induced Mr. DoCosmos to 
bo BO indignant; DoC.'osinos had romiirk- 
od, "This was what came of bringing Ca- 
nadians to the Province;" from the excit- 
ed conduct of DoCosmos it was surmised 
that he was interested in the' Taxada Is- 
land; think that DaCosinos might hiivo 
boon interested; i)artly from that and 
othur causes I abandoned any idea of 
Taxada Island. 

Mr. Robson (o witness— Did you sup- 
pose DoCosmos was thus annoyed because 
he was inimical to your obtaining land 
on Taxada? 

Witness — Tiiat wai ray impression; 
thinking thero woro many complication:i 
I relinquished by claim; hail learned 
from Mr. Nelson that the stoamer had 
boon scut up because thoy had heard wit- 
ness was on the island. 

The Chief Justice said it appeared that 
Gaston having told DoCosmos that Du- 
pont and party were at Taxada Island, 
Dalby was hurried off in tho Isabel to in- 
duce a number of pre-oiuptors. Dalby 
had omitted all notice of this matter. 
This, said tho Chief Justice, is tho lirat 
thing connecting DoCosmos with this 
affair. The information given had been 
of such a chary character that the little 
now elicited made him suspicious of what 
might bo revealed. 

Mr. Dalby to tho Bench — I answered 
all questions put to mo. 

Judge Creuse— You were askod to give 
all the information yon I;nriw. 

Judge Gray hero read over the evidence 
of Dalby. 

Mr. Dalby .said tho first information 
about Dupont and iiarty buing on Texada 
was from the steward of tho boat; he did 
not recollect having any conversation 
with.DoCosinos about it. 

To Mr. Robson— Witness saw no indi- 
cations of improvement on the land at 
Taiada. 

Mr. Jlason enquired whether Mr. Du- 
pont had applied to the Chief Oommis- 
sionor to pre-empt land. 

Witness said that ho did not because 
he learnt New Westminster wafl tha pro- 
per place to apply to. 

Frank Pagden was then examined - I 
am a shairoholder in the Taxada Co., on 
Taxada Island, byjire-einption; pre-empt- 
ed some time in tho summer through an 
agent; believed it was through Mr. Dal- 
by; gave Moody, Diet/. 1% Nelson power 
to act for mo. Dalby scut to mo to ask 
if I would join tho company; gave in- 
structions to Moody and Hftlson to act 
about August, but did not know what 
position ho occupied; concluded that ho 
was in tho company. Mr. Morton told 
him that Mr. Sproat had written out say- 
ing Mr. DoCosmos tried to sell the iron 
mine while in England. Ho also told me 
about the conversation between Mr. Dal- 
by and himself. 

Tho.Commission adjourned till 11:30 
Thursday.
